The note is margined all around, with a razor sharp vignette 
and every letter of the Latin motto clear. Even the nature print on the back is full and clear. An outstanding Continental and a note that is needed by any- 
one attempting the ultimate Continental set, as there is no better available at any price. (5,000-up)

There have been two other examples in our auctions at this third party 
grade level with none higher. The latest was a PMG 63 EPQ piece that 
realized $1410 in September 2013. This is well printed and signed note 
with palindrome serial number 19591. (1,500-up)

The Apparent grade has been assigned to this marbled edge Continental for “Restorations; Minor Stains”. The restorations are well done and in the 
blank borders at the top and right. The stains are some light foxing visible almost entirely on the always inverted back. The marbling is huge, measuring 
slightly over 3/4 inch along its entire length, and it is utterly untouched by restoration. This marbled-edge Continental note is unlike any other from the 
entire series of 102 different pieces. On page 203 of Historical Sketches of American Paper Currency, published in 1866, Henry Phillips, Jr. had this to say: 
“The note is a very peculiar one, being entirely different from all the rest of the issues of the Continental Congress. How this happened or the reason for 
so strange a deviation, is not and perhaps can never be known.” These $20 bills were printed on weak, thin white paper that was furnished by Benjamin 
Franklin. The left end of the bills had a polychrome multicolor anticounterfeiting device that gave the notes a distinctly different appearance. They were 
also considerably wider and shorter than any other Continentals were. (6,500-up)

The $30 note is the highest denomination from the first Continental 


issue. This appealing, boldly printed note has strong detail on both sides. 


A wreath on a tomb is pictured in the emblem on the face with the motto 


SI RECTE FACIES (If you act righteously you will be honored after death). 


The mottos with the emblems on the back are VI CONCITATE (Driven 
by force) and CESSANTE VENTO CONQUIESCEMUS (When the storm 
dies down we will rest). This piece is wonderfully signed and unusually 
well margined. Its only flaw is a small repair in the lower right corner that 
can only be found after close scrutiny. (1,500-up)

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20006 Continental Currency May 10, 1775 $30 PCGS Apparent 
Choice New 63. 

This is the only Continental denomination with a double vignette rather 
than the nature print on the back. The twin vignettes on the back of the 
Thirty Dollar denomination were utilized on 5 different issues: May 10, 
1775, July 22, 1776, November 2, 1776, February 26, 1777 and May 20, 
1777. The note is remarkably sharply printed, with strong signatures and 
tremendous eye appeal. A hardly noticeable paper pull in the top margin 
on the back is responsible for the apparent designation for this pretty 
note. (1,200-up)

A highly appealing example of the third scarcest denomination from this 
first Continental emission. Well signed and boldly printed with a center 
fold and some other trivial handling. (1,000-up)

Choice About New 58. 

The Thirty Dollar denomination, the highest denomination for this 
first Continental issue, has the particularly popular back design which 
features two vignettes. All three vignettes are nicely printed on this $30. 
The Apparent grade is due to a “Small Edge Split at Top Center,” which is 
extremely minor. (700-up)

PCGS Very Fine 25. 

A well-matched pair of two different denominations from the extremely 
popular Fractional Continental Issue. They are perfectly matched, and 
finding the other two denominations would make a lovely set. (Total: 2 
notes) (800-up)

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20010 Continental Currency May February 17, 1776 $1/2 PCGS 
Choice About New 58. 

This is a very well-printed and beautifully balanced $1/2 Fugio motif note 
with wide, even margins. The face is centered perfectly and shows the 
vivid red signature of Barnes. This freshly original Hall & Sellers note is 
virtually as made. (1,500-up)

New 63PPQ. 

From our sale of the Newman Collection, where we described the note as, 
“The third fractional type of the four denominations in the Fugio series 
and, like the others here, well printed and attractive. The margin is a bit 
tight on the face, though the back is centered nicely. There is a stray fiber 
in the face text between two lines of text. The Plate C note has a sharply 
penned Barney signature, adding nice contrast to the note. There are two 
PCGS 63PPQ graded examples with two finer, the highest a 65PPQ.” At 
that sale last year the note realized $3,760 and we would expect just about 
the same or a touch more this evening. (3,500-up)

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20012 Continental Currency February 17, 1776 $5 Blue Counterfeit 
Detector PMG Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ. 

Extremely high grade for a detector note, and one of the nicest we have 
handled for any issue or denomination. These detectors were distributed 
to merchants and Financial institutions to hold for comparison with the 
notes they received to determine genuineness. The blue color was used 
so that the notes could not be falsely signed and spent. Every Continental 
collector should have a detector to represent this interesting type, and 
this finest-known example would be a perfect piece. The PMG census 
shows this to be the finest known by a huge margin, with its closest rival 
an AU. (900-up)

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20013 Continental Currency May 9, 1776 $3 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 63. 

A dark printed $3 with both signatures looking as if they were laid down 
today. This is one of the highest graded examples of this number that we 
have been able to offer. (1,000-up)

Uncirculated 55 EPQ. 

We have sold several 63 examples recently, all of which have realized over 
$1,400. This note is separated from that grade by a single vertical fold that 
is visible only from the back. The margin at the left is tight, and at the 
right huge. The top and bottom are normal. (800-up)

Uncirculated 55. 

A very challenging note to locate, particularly in high grade. We have 
only sold two uncirculated examples in all of our time here at Heritage 
with even AU's being difficult to find. This perfectly centered example 
looks like an attractive Choice CU note through the holder until close 
inspection of the back reveals the faintest of center folds. Over the course 
of the past couple of years we have sold two AU examples of this denomi- 
nation; both of these sold for around $500 each and this note should real- 
ize more. (800-up)

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20016 Continental Currency July 22, 1776 $7 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 63 Net. 

The PMG Net grade is for “Previously Mounted,” which is quite minor. 
The red signature is that of Ben Jacobs, who was long thought to be one of 
two Jewish signers of Continental currency. He has now been “researched 
out” of that position, leaving only Ben Levy as the sole Jewish signer. The 
vignette of a storm at sea is most unusually clear on this well-margined 
handsome Continental. (1,250-up)

Broadly margined and very attractive. This note bears the signature of 
Ben Jacobs, who was for many decades considered to be one of the two 
Jewish signers of Continental currency. Recent research has demonstrat- 
ed that Jacobs was in fact not Jewish, leaving Ben Levy as the lone Jewish 
signer. Signatures aside, this is a well-margined, well-signed Continental 
easily worth $800 or more. (800-up)

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20018 Continental Currency November 2, 1776 $5 PCGS About 
New 53PPQ. 

Boldly signed by Ben Levy, the only Jewish signer on continental cur- 
rency. Throughout collecting history both Levy and Jacobs were thought 
to be Jewish, but research done in the last decade strongly indicates that 
Benjamin Jacobs was not, leaving Benjamin Levy as the only Jewish sign- 
er. The note itself is wonderfully margined, with strong signatures (Levy 
in red) and excellent eye appeal. Recent auction records for this note in 
this grade have been just under the $1,000 mark, and the strong Levy sig- 
nature should push this note past that. (850-up)

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20019 Continental Currency November 2, 1776 $30 PCGS 
Choice New 63. 

A truly lovely example of the $30 denomination from the November 
2nd, 1776 issue. These notes are quite popular due to the back which 
has the same sun with pointed rays design that can be found on the 
contemporary Fugio cents. The mottos with the emblems on the 
back are VI CONCITATE (Driven by force) and CESSANTE VENTO 
CONQUIESCEMUS (When the storm dies down we will rest). The 
emblem on the face is a tomb with a wreath on it. The motto is SJ RECTE 
FACIES (If you act righteously you will be honored after death). The 
brown signature remains fully bold, and the red signature which often 
fades terribly, is only slightly faded on this example. (1,250-up)

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20020 Continental Currency May 20, 1777 $2 PCGS 
Extremely Fine 40. 

This is the lowest denomination “First United States” note, with the 
“United States” boldly engraved into the top face border cut. A premium 
value type in all grades. It is only recently that this May 20, 1777 issue has 
become widely accepted as the second-scarcest Colonial issue just slightly 
behind the Yorktown’s in rarity. (800-up)

This note is pedigreed to our sale of the Eric P. Newman Collection, 
where it realized over $3,000. It was described there, “The First United 
States issue, named for the placement of “The United States’ into the top 
border cut, has traditionally been considered the second hardest resolu- 
tion to find. In high grades, this is especially true. The printing is very 
sharp, with the eagle and heron fighting emblem lifting off the note in a 
three dimensional manner. The face margins are clear and even. The note 
is centered perfectly on the paper. This has a PPQ look, and the paper 
surfaces appear immaculate to us. This is tied with one other note as 
finest graded by PCGS with only a single other Uncirculated note below 
them. PMG reports not grading a note above Very Fine. A marvelous $3 
type from this famous title issue.” (3,500-up)

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20022 Continental Currency May 20, 1777 $8 PCGS About New 53. 
Nicely signed and very well margined. The new edition of Newman has 
begun to recognize the price differentials between the more common 
and scarcer Continental issues. This issue was long known to be scarce, 
but recent census data has shown that these are very nearly as scarce 
as Yorktown notes, and actually scarcer than Yorktown’s at the highest 
grade levels. This $8 note, as a nice About New, is a prize. (1,500-up)

In our Newman Sales, we sold two different 58 PPQ examples of this note 
- one for just under $6,000 and the other for just over $4,000. This note 
is not the equal of either, but is very well-margined, well-signed, and an 
extremely attractive example for the 40 grade. We would not be surprised 
by a realization well over $2,000. (1,750-up) 

Starting Bid: $1,050 
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20024 Continental Currency April 11, 1778 $6 PCGS About New 53. 
Extremely difficult to locate $6 Yorktown in unusually high grade. PCGS 
has graded two Gems, but no other Uncirculated examples. This is one 
of the finest available to collectors. It is unusually well-margined, with 
strong signatures and a lovely overall appearance. The nature print on 
the back is also very sharp. (1,750-up)

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20025 Continental Currency April 11, 1778 $7 PCGS Very Choice New 64PPQ. 

This gorgeous $7 Yorktown is one of only two Uncirculated examples at both services combined. PMG has not graded a single Uncirculated note, 
and PCGS has graded this lone 64 with a single 66 above it. The note is well-margined, well-signed, and very sharply printed. The vignette on this $7 
Yorktown is that of a heavy storm at sea. It consists merely of clouds, rain, and waves, which generally simply print as an indistinct blot. On this note all 
the individual features are clear and distinct, as is the Latin motto, “SERENABIT,” which Newman translates as, “It Will Be Calm”. A great Continental, 
the only finer piece, the 66 PPQ, was sold by us for just a hair under $10,000. This second-finest known will not reach that level, but it will not be inex- 


pensive, either. (6,500-up)

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20026 Continental Currency April 11, 1778 $20 PCGS About 
New 53PPQ. 

A very rare note in any grade, and exceedingly so in high grade. PMG 
has graded only two in the low grades, a VF 25 and AU 53. PCGS 
has graded a small handful of notes in the lower grades, and three 
Uncirculated pieces. This AU 53, which seems very conservatively 
graded, is one of the finest known. It is wonderfully signed, with sharp 
print quality, and irregular but primarily large margins including a 
huge margin at the left. Immensely popular, and an extremely nice 
example. (2,500-up)

20027 Continental Currency September 26, 1778 Full Sheet of 
Sixteen PCGS Apparent Very Fine 30. 

There are two examples each of the $5, $7, $8, $20, $30, $40, $50, and 
$60 notes. CC numbers 79-86. PCGS has assigned the Apparent grade 
for “Splits and Minor Damage”. The sheet has eight or ten small holes 
and several splits. There are also a number of folds, at least one of 
which touches every note on the sheet, making this an ideal piece 
for framing and wall display, as it displays very nicely and there is no 
financial incentive to cut the notes apart as none would grade higher 
than EF. Full Continental Sheets are rarely encountered, as most have 
been cut to obtain high grade notes. This sheet’s minor problems are 
likely all that saved it from being cut. (3,500-up)

Choice New 63. 

PCGS has graded 57 of these with three 63s and nothing higher but a 
single 64. The motto on this note is SERENABIT (It will clear up). These 
notes were printed by Hall & Sellers. The nature print on the back is of 
grape and sage. (1,000-up)

An absolutely gorgeous Continental from our Sale of the Newman 
Collection. The 64 grade strikes us as quite conservative, as this note is 
well-margined, well-printed, and without a single visible defect. When 
sold in the Newman Sale, it was described “This is the second to last reso- 
lution of notes, and it added two new denominations. High grade notes 
are available, making this series affordable to collect in top condition. 
This is a well printed note and the back is quite deeply inked. Fresh and 
original, this example certainly has the eye appeal of a PPQ note.” (1,500- 
up)

Huge margins, perfect print quality, and spectacular eye appeal all come 
together on this Superb Gem appearing $50 1778 Continental.

Even as a relatively common contemporary counterfeit, this note in this 
grade is highly desirable. The forged signatures are bold and extremely 
well executed. The note is well-margined, and apparently was detected 
prior to entering circulation as the 63 grade is totally accurate. (850-up)

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20032 Continental Currency September 26, 1778 $60-$50-$40-$30-$20-$8-$7-$5 Two Blue Counterfeit Detector Uncut Half Sheets 
Extremely Fine. 

A great Continental numismatic item that was lot 519 in Part VI of the John J. Ford Jr. Collection. Previous provenances in reverse order were F.C.C. 
Boyd, Henry Chapman, and Mathew A. Stickney. This was originally a complete sheet cut in two down the vertical gutter. Both half sheets are 
pinned together with a small informational sheet that reads, “Taken by the Ship Deane commanded by Capt. Sam’l Nicholson, 1779. From the Ship 
Glencairn, a box containing a complete set of types and three reams of paper, isinglass (mica in thin, translucent sheets) and silk mixed for counterfeit- 
ing the Continental Currency. The enclosed are two sheets of them presented me by Rev. Joseph B. Felt. (signed) Matthew A. Stickney.” Felt was the 
author of A Historical Account of Massachusetts Currency published in 1839 and a member of the Massachusetts Historical Society's. Stickney was 
an early prominent coin collector who owned many great coins including an 1804 dollar, a 1787 Brasher Doubloon, and an 1815 Half Eagle. 

Henry Chapman was a prominent coin dealer for many years and F.C.C. Boyd was the source for Ford’s Fractional and many of his Colonial notes. The 
top sheet has a tear within the selvage at upper left. (Total: 2 sheets) (10,000-up)

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20033 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $2 PCGS 
Choice New 63. 

Of the twenty-five examples that PCGS has graded this is the only 63, 
with a single 63 PPQ and a single 64 above it. The note is closely mar- 
gined all around, well-signed, and with the red portion bold and color- 
ful. (1,000-up) 

Starting Bid: $600 
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20034 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $5 PCGS Very 
Choice New 64PPQ. 

A much rarer note than one would expect in high grade. PMG has 
graded only two Uncirculated examples, and PCGS has graded three 
with this 64 PPQ alone at the top. Margins vary in size, but are close at 
only one small section of the bottom. The red overprint is distinct, and 
the signatures are vivid including the often faded red signature. Unless 
we are looking at a glitch in the archive, this denomination was not 
represented in the Newman Collection. (2,500-up)

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20035 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $20 PCGS Very 
Choice New 64PPQ. 

Top Pop at both services combined. PCGS has graded only three 
Uncirculated with this one alone at the top. PMG has graded only a 
single Uncirculated example, a 62. This note has very nice even mar- 
gins, with bold signatures, and a great overall eye appeal. The Newman 
example, which was a 63 PPQ, realized $1,762. This finest note should 
easily exceed that. (2,500-up)

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20036 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $20-$80-$70-$5-$4-$3-$2-$1 Double Uncut Sheet PMG Extremely Fine 40 Net. 

All of the above denominations are found on this double uncut sheet twice. This is the first one of these uncut sheets with these denominations that we 
have auctioned. Our archives reveal that for the entire January 14, 1779 issue, we have offered only one other sheet with 16 subjects. That earlier sheet has 
the same format as the current offering. It was a raw XF-New and realized $28,750 in August 2010. This was the second highest price for any Continental 
uncut sheet to cross our auction block. The Net grade is for previously mounted and splits. Nonetheless, this is a rare sheet. (12,500-up) 

Starting Bid: $7,500 
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20037 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $30 PCGS 
About New 50. 

This note faces up like a perfect gem, but the assigned 50 grade is 
accurate due to a single vertical center fold. It is wonderfully margined, 
well-signed, and from the face it has the look of a 66. Even with the fold 
visible on the back, the note remains highly desirable. (800-up)

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20038 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $35 PMG Choice 
Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 

This note is at the top of the PMG Population Report, and tied with 
one other at PCGS. We sold this note once before, way back in 2008 at 
our FUN Auction for $1,380. We would expect that number to be eas- 
ily surpassed this evening. Well-margined, well-signed, and with the 
overall appearance of a high-end choice continental. (1,500-up) 
Starting Bid: $900 
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20039 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $40 PCGS Very 
Choice New 64. 

PCGS has graded only three Uncirculated examples of this note. The 
best of them, the Newman piece, was a 65 which realized $4,230 last 
year. There is a 64PPQ above this note, and this is third in the census. 
It is a beauty with perfect color, good signatures, somewhat irregular 
margins but full in all places. An important note that we would cer- 
tainly expect to realize... (2,000-up) 

Starting Bid: $1,200 
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20040 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $45 PCGS Gem 
New 65PPQ. 

Tied for second-finest note at both services combined. PCGS has 
graded this and one other 65PPQ and PMG has graded a 66PPQ. We 
sold the PMG 66 last January for $9,400. We are not looking for that 
number from this note, but it should bring a very solid price, likely in 
the area of $4,000. (4,000-up) 

Starting Bid: $2,400 
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20041 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $45 (CC-96) and 
$60 (CC-99) PCGS Choice About New 55PPQ and 53PPQ. 

The $45 grades 55 and appears higher grade through the holder, 
though the margins are tight all the way around. The $60 rates 53PPQ 
with better margins, excellent signatures, and good eye appeal. A very 
nice pair. (Total: 2 notes) (1,250-up)

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20042 Continental Currency January 14, 1779 $50 PCGS 
Choice New 63. 

PCGS has graded only two $50 1779 Continentals above the level of this 
note. The 63 grade appears to be accurately assigned, but we question the 
lack of a PPQ as there are no problems, wonderful colors, and the deep 
original embossing is plainly evident. Clearly a tough note to find at this 
grade level, this will prove a wonderful addition to someone’s collection. 
(1,500-up)

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20043 Connecticut June 1, 1773 20s PCGS Very Fine 35PPQ. 

Pen cancelled rather than with the normal slash. A much scarcer date 
with no Uncirculated pieces graded by either service. Great eye appeal. 
These are far more desirable with the pen cancel rather than the slash or 
hole. (800-up)

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20044 Connecticut June 1, 1775 20s PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 
Only a total of three uncirculated uncancelled examples from this issue 
have been graded by both services combined, and the last sold by us was 
in 2008. These are very common cancelled, but quite rare uncancelled in 
any grade, and very rare uncancelled in high grade. (850-up)

An uncancelled beauty printed on pure white paper. It is well-signed, 
boldly embossed, and nicely centered on both sides. It is in a first genera- 
tion PCGS holder and is the second highest graded uncancelled example 
that we have been able to offer. (1,000-up)

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20046 Connecticut June 7, 1776 2s 6d PMG Choice Uncirculated 63. 
An unsigned, unnumbered remainder, which is something that is almost 
never seen on Connecticut notes. It is tied with two others as top pop for 
both services combined, and it is the highest graded note that we have 
handled. PMG has correctly commented “Remainder”. (800-up)

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20047 Delaware January 1, 1776 4s PCGS Superb Gem 
New 67PPQ. 

We had another 67PPQ example realize $1762.50 in April 2015. The 
current offering is a well signed example with four wide margins and 
paper originality. (1,000-up)

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20048 Delaware January 1, 1776 5s PCGS Superb Gem 
New 67PPQ. 

While not truly rare, even at this grade level, these notes are extremely 
popular and always bring right around the $1,000 mark. The under/ 
over is usually decided by eye appeal, and the eye appeal of this beauty 
would lead us to believe that it will surpass the 4-figure threshold. 
(1,000-up)

It is a bit of a challenge to figure out what PCGS saw to limit the grade 
on this superb-looking small change Delaware note. There is an as- 
made mark in the left face margin that they possibly considered a 
defect. Barring that, the note appears to be a 67. (800-up)

A very high grade for a 1777 Small Change Delaware. The margins 
are particularly large, and both sides are beautifully centered.

If you are attempt- 
ing a Superb Gem Thirteen Colony set, this may now be and may well remain the only Georgia Note available to you. Spectacular quality. We have sold 
this note once before, several years back, when it realized just a few dollars under the $5,000 mark. Expect that or a bit more this evening. (5,000-up)

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20059 Georgia May 4, 1778 $30 PMG About Uncirculated 55. 

The outstanding feature of this $30 Georgia Note is the boar vignette, 
which is razor sharp down to the very last minor detail. These are very 
often weakly printed and in fact the embossing through to the back of 
the seal has more detail than many of the seals we have seen. All five sig- 
natures are bold, clear, and legible. This is easily in the top three or four 
examples that we have handled.

We have sold this 
note once before, when it realized just a bit under $1,000, which was an 
extreme bargain for this issue and quality. (1,250-up)

An intricate design 
is used with a circular cartouche for the text and ornate details at the 
entablature, which is supported by vine covered columns. At the lower 


left is the Royal Arms and at the lower right, the Massachusetts Arms. 
The printed back shows the denomination within an interesting ‘bracelet’ 


design cartouche. The plate details are a bit weak and the note is clearly a 
contemporary counterfeit. Noted as: ‘Center Split Repaired; Small Edge 
Tears; Paper Toned; Pinholes.’ The note has considerable eye appeal from 
the face.” This note is identical in grade with the Apparent grade assigned 
for “Repaired Splits,” which are reinforcements of the horizontal center 
fold. The counterfeit in the Newman Sale realized $1,410. We have never 
handled a genuine example of this note, but even with the market for rare 
Colonials somewhat depressed by the large quantity of Newman pieces 
we would expect this irreplaceable, clearly genuine example to realize in 
excess of $4,000.

The 
endorsements were almost certainly done to guarantee the note to a 
receiver who was suspicious. Its counterfeit status was contemporarily 
affirmed as the note is vigorously pen cancelled on the face.

In a side-to-side comparison, we would 
be quite surprised if this one was not in the top two, in spite of its one 
point lower grade.

The face plate was engraved by Paul Revere, and the faces were printed by 
him. A beautiful example of a scarce and extremely popular type seldom 
seen as a multiple.

This piece utilizes plates made for the 1776 issue by Paul Revere. The 
plates were altered by Revere to the proper date, and the faces of these 
notes were printed in Revere’s shop. This note has a beautifully centered 
face and a decently strong Codfish vignette. This eye-pleasing and his- 
toric issue has been increasing in popularity over the last few years, and 
every time a high-quality example reaches the market, collector pressure 
seems only to continue to increase.

Most backs from this 
issue are quite lightly printed. (950-up)

vignette that we have seen, with every needle of every branch visible. The 
face of this note was engraved by Paul Revere and printed in his shop.

This note, 
also fully signed on both sides and also signed by Boyer on the back, is 
visually identical to that and though this note lacks the PPQ designation 
it is a mystery to us why, as its lovely appearance seems to indicate that 
it earned it.

These notes were 
engraved and printed by Paul Revere and are frequently referred to as 
copperplate notes. (2,500-up)

A genuine example of a type and denomination that is almost always 
seen as a counterfeit. The counterfeits, because of their extreme similar- 
ity to the genuine notes and the seemingly authentic signatures, have 
always been under some question as to whether or not they are really 
counterfeits. This note falls outside of the discussion curve. Its due date is 
the 20th of December, 1780, and none of the “counterfeits” bear that due 
date. The note has been assigned the Apparent grade for “Edge Splits and 
Repairs; Minor Stains” which are present, but not very distracting. (800-

This contemporary counterfeit is listed in Newman as being printed by 
Robert Fowle, the nephew of the proper printer, Daniel Fowle. They had 
previously been printing partners, but Robert, who was a Tory, dissolved 
the partnership in 1774 due to differences in political opinions. Robert 
stole some printing type and ornaments which he used to make the coun- 
terfeits of the two highest denominations of the issue. In any event, the 
value of the counterfeits and genuines are virtually identical. (1,000-up) 
Starting Bid: $600 
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20083 New Hampshire June 28, 1776 5d PMG Choice About 
Unc 58 Net. 

This is the first 5d example we have ever handled from this issue. 58 is 
an incredible grade for this series and this note is Top Pop by a long shot. 
We sold an Apparent VF from another denomination for over $1000. Our 
only comparable piece for grade was a 7d PCGS 50 from our Newman 
Sale which realized $4230. This note appears fully Uncirculated and it 
has all of its original embossing. The Net grade is for staining which is 
present on both sides of the note. Still, incredibly important at this grade 
level. (1,000-up)

This is only the third example of this note that we have ever had to offer. 
The other two were right around this same grade but both were Net 
and Apparent.

This note, which is decently 
margined, 100% legible, and wholly without flaws, is worth considerably 
more than either of our two prior offerings. There are several specialists 
for this Colony, and we would not be at all surprised to see this note reach 
or exceed $1,500.

Multiples of 1780 Guaranteed United States notes from any other state 
are virtually unknown, except for Rhode Island. Each note on the face 
of this issued sheet has the signatures of E. Robinson, J. McClure, and J. 
Pearson. A greatly faded John Taylor Gilman guarantor signature appears 
on the backs of each note. The Apparent grade is for each being hole- 
punch cancelled, stains, and minor internal splits. (2,500-up)

This note is serial number 1592 out of only 1834 originally printed. In 
many of these early issues the lower denominations are scarcer than the 
higher ones, but in this issue, the £6 seems to be the rare one. We have 
sold about a dozen, but there are without doubt some repeats in there. 
This is one of the few that has no problems listed on the holder. The sig- 
natures are good, the red color is bold, and the New Jersey coat of arms 
has all its detail.

Fine 40. 

The first example we have ever handled for this “Brown Back” issue. Two 
issues from this era have the back of the £6 printed in green, but only this 
issue utilized brown. The print run was an incredibly small 250 notes. 
The note itself is in super grade for its era, as almost all high denomina- 
tion pieces from New Jersey in the 1750's up through 1762 were found 
as rags. This one is fully XF, with the Apparent grade assigned only for 
a “Minor Edge Separation.” The brown color on the back is immediately 
apparent and the back printing is sharp and clear. The serial number of 
12040 seems mysterious for a print run of 250, but is explained when one 
looks at the 6s from this same issue, illustrated on page 255 of Newman.

The strong signatures, perfect colors, flawless quality, and light circula- 
tion are amazing for a 1762 £6.

The only one 
of the nine denominations in this issue without a price in any grade in 
Friedberg. Newman prices this Six Pound note at $750 in VG, nearly 
four times as high as the Three Pound, and about 20 times as high as the 
lower-denomination notes. We sold a PCGS 30 at our 2012 FUN auction 
for $1,265. This note appears to us to be as nice or nicer, and we would 
expect a similar realization. The colors are wonderful, the signatures 
quite strong, and the appearance from the face is that of an XF. PMG 
comments, “Splits,” which are very minor. (1,250-up)

This is one of the very few Colonial issues to consistently supply the 
hobby with true Gem notes.

Extraordinary grade for this note, with excellent color and broad mar- 
gins. James Ewing, one of the signers of this note, was the youngest son 
of Thomas Ewing, Sr. and Mary Maskell. He was born July 12, 1744 and 
was a member of the less famous New Jersey “Tea Party”. On the night 
of Thursday, Dec. 22, 1774, Ewing and others destroyed a quantity of 
tea which had been landed at Greenwich NJ, contrary to the Articles of 
Association of the Continental Congress. He was elected to the Assembly 
from Cumberland County in 1778. For a short time he was a partner of 
Isaac Collins, the printer of the New Jersey Gazette and the printer of this 
note.

merican poet Walt Whitman left Brooklyn for the Fredericksburg Battlefield in December 1862, when his 

brother’s name appeared in a New York newspaper on the list of Union soldiers wounded in that battle. 

Information was impossible to come by other than first hand, and Whitman travelled to Virginia in search of 
his brother. The wound turned out to be minor and his brother survived and continued on in the Union army. Whitman 
was extremely touched by the conditions of the wounded, and made his way to Washington, D.C. and volunteered for 
work as a hospital aide and visitor - what would now be called a “Candy Striper”. He worked at this for over two years 
while supporting himself with a part-time clerkship in the District. While most are familiar only with his poetry, he also 
published a book of prose, remembrances of those years. We recently stumbled on one that refers directly to Fractional 
Currency, one of the few non-numismatic contemporary accounts we know of. The dates of Whitman's hospital 
volunteerism are from very late 1862 through mid-1864, so it is impossible to know if he was referring to first or second 
issue notes. We have placed this in between the two, and if you are in this section anyway you will enjoy reading it. We 
have cut it off partway through as it becomes wordy and sentimental as it goes on. Here it is: 


“As a very large proportion of the wounded came up from the front without a cent of money in their pockets, I soon 
discovered that it was about the best thing I could do to raise their spirits, and show them that somebody cared for 
them, and practically felt a fatherly or brotherly interest in them, to give them small sums in such cases, using tact and 
discretion about it. I am regularly supplied with funds for this purpose by good women and men in Boston, Salem, 
Providence, Brooklyn, and New York. I provide myself with a quantity of bright new ten-cent and five-cent bills, and, 
when I think it is incumbent, I give 25 or 30 cents, or perhaps 50 cents, and occasionally a still larger sum to some 
particular case. As I have started this subject, I take opportunity to ventilate the financial question. My supplies, 
altogether voluntary, mostly confidential, often seeming quite Providential, were numerous and varied. For instance, 
there were two distant and wealthy ladies, sisters, who sent regularly, for two years, quite heavy sums, enjoining that their 
names should be kept secret. The same delicacy was indeed a frequent condition [...]”

When we sold the Milt Friedberg collection in January 1997, and again when we sold the O’Mara Collection in May, 2005, we handled the only 
known complete block of six of these wonderful Experimentals. That block remains unique to our knowledge. We are now offering the second- 
most-complete grouping, a block of five missing only the upper right (or lower left, the owner gets his choice). Repeated below is the abridged 
description we used for the full block: “This incredible block was painstakingly reassembled by Milt Friedberg after the pieces that appeared in the 

Fraser Collection Sale in 1982 presented the possibility of this block’s eventual completion. The paper that these notes were printed on was bronzed 

to be used for United States Treasury Bonds issued in 1862. These bonds were referred to as ‘Five-Twenties of 1862, as they were to be redeemable 

after five years and payable after twenty. The FIFTY that is bronzed on these notes was the denomination of a $50 Bond. The Ed Frossard list of 
October 1, 1893, which offered the Spencer Clark Collection, presented individual 25¢ Experimental notes with this additional bronzing as item 

number 32 (multiples were available), commenting that they had the ‘S-18-63° surcharge on the back corners, ‘But with the addition of heavy large 

gold characters on the entire front, in some [pieces] nearly solid.’ These Frossard item #32 pieces were sold to a number of different collectors, and 

they became scattered. It was never known if the proper pieces existed to reconstruct an entire block. In Superior’s 1982 Fraser Sale, five of these 

notes were offered. It appears as though the original owner of these five pieces had been purchasing notes in an attempt to reconstruct a full block. 
The five pieces that he obtained could be lined up to spell five-sixths of the word, “FIFTY. They were not, however, all from the same sheet, as 

in order to line up the ‘FIFTY, the notes had to be juxtaposed such that their margins did not line up. Milt purchased that incomplete set of five. 
Three of those five notes are in this presently offered block of six: the two at the right and the one in the lower left corner (as the word FIFTY faces 

the reader). Milt then entered into a complex trade involving several dealers and collectors (as well as two Skeksis and a Wookie) and obtained the 

three original notes that completed this incredible block, one of which, the upper left corner piece, bears the courtesy autograph of John Burke. 
Although a few other single pieces exist, it is incredibly unlikely that another block could ever be assembled. Most Fractional collectors felt that 

this block was the cornerstone of Milt Friedberg’s incredible collection of Fractional developmental pieces. Tom O’Mara acquired this irreplace- 
able item at the Friedberg Sale, and it is now time for another collector to enjoy the ownership of an item that can never be duplicated. All six notes 

trace their origin to Ed Frossard’s October 1, 1893 special list #8, which offered the Spencer Clark Collection. All were listed as item #32; he didn’t 
consider the six different positions as different varieties, and the total for sale is unknown but likely about fifteen pieces. Some later appeared in 

Chapman Sales, such as the Friedman Collection Sale of June 3-4, 1903 and the Wilcox Collection Sale on February 15, 1904. Others appeared in 

later sales throughout the next 75 years.” All five notes from the current offering line up perfectly and are pristine save for minor pencil annota- 
tions on the back, one of which is a “32” referencing the Frossard 1893 List. Two others have tiny “31s,” likely also referencing that list, and one has 

a Valentine number. Today’s grading services would probably grade two of these AU, one Choice and two Gem, but that is anyone’s guess and irrel- 
evant to the value. The complete set of six brought $9200 in 2005, when every Fractional collector’s budget was pushed to the wall by the 177-page 

offering of the O’Mara Collection. We would expect this block of five to surpass that figure this evening. (Total: 5 notes) (10,000-up)

Prospects to the west continued to beckon, and in October 1836 he made 
his final move, this time to present-day Dougherty County where he established a trading center on the Flint River and, not coincidentally, founded 
the city of Albany. Tift’s business acumen located him at the hub of southwest Georgia's traffic in land, cotton, and slaves. Determined that the region's 
economy would remain strong, he promoted numerous transportation schemes, including a toll bridge at Albany and the extension of railroad lines 
from Savannah and later Americus. He speculated in land throughout southwest Georgia; he operated a dry goods store and several mills; he regularly 
extended credit to friends and neighbors; and for many years, he owned and edited the local newspaper, the Albany Patriot. Despite his northern birth, 
Tift became a fierce defender of slavery, serving in the Georgia Legislature for several terms prior to the Civil War. During the war he built gunboats 
for the CSA Navy at his factory and supplied foodstuffs to the army from his plants in Albany and nearby Palmyra. When the war ended, Tift served a 
term in the U.S. Congress, using his position to call for an end to Radical Reconstruction. At the close of his term, his returned to his business interests, 
and died an exceedingly wealthy man in 1891. The 50¢ example in the Dorris collection, which graded Fine and fetched $1175, was the only one that Mr.

In the spring of 1863 they brought supplies to Boise, 
selling some from their wagons and hauling the rest to the Snake River 
for sale to Owyhee miners. The partners opened several stores, including 
B.M. DuRell & Co. in Boise and Idaho City. The stores offered banking 
services as well as merchandise, and this financial activity led DuRell and 
Moore to join with three other investors (including Territorial Governor 
David Ballard) to organize the First National Bank of Idaho in 1866. The 
bank was granted a charter on March 11, 1867 and opened for business 
in the rear of DuRell’s Boise store on June 6, 1867. A branch was soon 
opened in the Idaho City store as well. DuRell sold his interest in the 
bank in 1872, and moved to Utah, where he organized the Salt Lake City 
NB of Utah. This Remainder tells a great story of the early West and a 
true transitional piece between private issue scrip and National Currency.

It is endorsed by 
Nichols as the cashier, and also on the face as a note signer. The extraor- 
dinary grade is remarkable, and only one other note from the issuer was 
slightly finer, the $50 branch line payable style Norman Collection note 
we sold for $4,888. An important issuer and type.” That note was graded 
Very Fine 25 by PCGS and realized $5640. This piece, which is newly dis- 
covered and offered here to the collecting fraternity for the first time, is 
very near its equal, having been graded Very Fine 20 Net by PMG, with 
the net grade assigned due to a small repair and a penciled annotation on 
the back.

There are rare moments in collecting when treasures that you have only heard of or read about miraculously appear, offering the opportunity to own a 
true piece of numismatic history. This offering is one of those opportunities. Tonight we are pleased to offer an original C.H. Bechtel Confederate Cur- 
rency album which contains most of the great rarities of the Confederate series in generally excellent condition. 


The Album- C.H. Bechtel was a New York City coin dealer with two claims to fame from a paper money perspective. In 1879 he held a sale of the Con- 
federate Paper Money collection of J.E. Barratt which included, among other things, all four Montgomery notes. Bechtel also created an album to house 
Confederate notes. As J. Wayne Hilton, widely respected Confederate collector and researcher, relates in his book, Collecting Confederate Currency: 
Hobby and Investment: “C.H. Bechtel is most important, though, for publishing the first commercially successful Confederate currency album....Bechtel 
produced an elaborate, 90 page album designed to protect and display Confederate currency, with printed descriptions of the different types on each 
page. Nicely bound and professional-looking, Bechtel’s album would not appear out of place in the finest libraries....Bechtel originally sold his album for 
$3.50 to $5.00, an exorbitant price in line with the price of a mid-grade $100 or $50 Montgomery note at the time. Bechtel promoted his album by giving 
samples to prominent New York collectors and by issuing “advertising notes” - genuine 1864 $5 Confederate Treasury Notes with a detailed advertising 
message printed on their backs....By 1877, collectors of Confederate currency had found a professional album to protect and house their Confederate col- 
lections.” 


The album is in excellent condition, with just the slightest rubbing at the corners of the covers and binding. It is solidly bound and tight without any 
loose pages or other problems. The album begins with an introduction page and a four page index of Confederate type notes, as Bechtel identified them, 
that could be accommodated in the album. This is followed by ninety pages of Confederate type notes that have been affixed to the pages, mostly with 
stamp hinges. The album concludes with five pages that the owner used for Republic of Texas notes (one note has been removed) and two pages that were 
used for Colonial Bank of Canada obsolete notes. 


The Notes- The owner of this album took few liberties with what notes were put in the album, following the index with a few exceptions. The owner 
chose to not add three notes to show the back of what we know today as the T12 Manouvrier $5 (page 14), to show the so-called “Bogus Back” for the 
T39 and T40 $100s (page 45), or to show what we call today the T47 / XX-2 $20 fantasy or essay note (Page 50). Interestingly, there is no space for the T48 
/ XX3 fantasy or essay note suggesting that it was either unknown or rejected as a legitimate part of the series. Ironically the Female riding Deer fantasy 
note does have its page present. The upshot of this is that the album contains a complete type set of Confederate Treasury Notes along with some Texas 
and Canadian notes. Here are the highlights of the typeset: 

T1 $1000 Montgomery- Serial no. 441 Very Good-Fine; 


T2 $500 Montgomery- Serial no. 146 Fine-Very Fine; 

T3 $100 Montgomery- Serial no. 491 Fine

The rest of the notes are generally in at least Fine condition with a few of the more common types a bit less than that. Virtually all of the notes are stamp 
hinged onto the pages which means that mounting damage is minimal in most cases. 


We believe that the notes alone account for a minimum of $80,000 in value. Coupled with the fact that this set has been intact for the better part of 130 
or 140 years in this historic album and we are confident that when the hammer drops we will sell this historic item for more than $100,000. (100,000-

G.F.C. Smillie was a member of America’s first family of engravers. Born in 1854, this prolific engraver studied at Cooper Union and the National 
Academy of Design as well as with Alfred Jones and his uncle James Smillie. He worked for several of the principal bank note companies between 
1871 and 1894. In 1894 he joined the Bureau of Engraving and Printing and remained there until he retired in 1922 before returning to ABNCo. He 
died in 1924. G.F.C. Smillie was a prolific engraver, whose work fills four pages in Gene Hessler’s landmark book on designers and engravers,The 
Engraver's Line. 

Offered in this lot is an interesting set of seven progressive die proofs of a portrait of George Washington engraved by G.F.C. Smillie in late 
November, 1917. Smillie’s credits in Hessler do not include this portrait and its history is therefore a bit uncertain although he was work- 
ing for the BEP at the time. What may have happened is that Smillie did this portrait in 1917. It was not, however, immediately used until 
the design process for the Series 1923 $1 Silver Certificates and $1 United States Notes took place, probably just about the time that Smillie 
retired from the Bureau. Each die proof is printed on india paper that is mounted on diesunk cardstock and framed. The back of each frame 
is numbered, indicating the order in which these were done. Condition of the die proofs is essentially “as-made” with the cardstock showing 
some casual soiling, light foxing, and other normally expected minor blemishes for hundred year old items that were framed to be shown. 

Die Proof 1- has a characteristic lightly penciled notation in Smillie’s hand: “George Washington - from Athenaeum Portrait by Stuart / 1st Proof 
G.F.C. Smillie sculpt. / 19 Novr 1917” This clearly indicates that the source for the portrait is Gilbert Stuart’s famous “Athenaeum” painting of 
Washington which was begun in 1796 but never finished and that Smillie had engraved the portrait. At this stage of the engraving there is no back- 
ground and many of the finer details are yet to be added. There is a damp stain in the bottom margin that does not affect the die proof itself. 

Die Proof 2- has more detail added to the coat and ruffled shirt and has the notation, again in Smillie’s hand “2d. Proof 21 Novr. 1917 / G.E.C. Smillie”. 
Die Proof 3- has the background added. a notation at the bottom indicates “3d Proof 23 Novr. 1917 / G.F.C. Smillie” There is a small damp stain in the 
bottom margin. 

Die Proof 4- more depth and detail has been added to both the portrait and background; a notation at the bottom indicates “4th Proof 26 Novr. 1917 / 
G.F.C. Smillie” 

Die Proofs 5, 6, and 7 - show final enhancements to the engraving and are without comment. Die Proof 5 has a damp stain across the bottom that does 
not affect the die proof itself.

ilmore (Gil) J. Sem was born in 1941 on his father’s dairy farm in west-central Minnesota. He grew up learning 

the value of hard work and being part of the family business. He attended a one-room country school for 8 years, 

graduated from West Central School of Agriculture, a boarding high school run by the University of Minnesota 
in Morris, and went on to the University of Minnesota where he earned bachelor and master’s degrees in mechanical 
engineering. 


He worked over 40 years in various capacities for TSI Inc. whose business mission was to develop, manufacture, and sell 
instruments to scientific and technical organizations around the world. As part of his job, he travelled to Europe, Asia, 
and much of North America. His name appears on many scientific publications and five patents. He served as president 
of American Association for Aerosol Research and was elected AAAR fellow. He is an honorary member of the German 
scientific aerosol society. 


Gil began collecting postage stamps when he was 8 years old. Then in about 1970, he began collecting Morgan silver 
dollars. When his collection reached 70 dates/mintmarks, he had to spend more than $1000 to add to the collection, but 
could not bring himself to spend that much for a $1 coin that was in circulation when he was a boy. 


In June 1985, Kevin Foley spent an hour introducing Gil to paper money at the Indianapolis Coin Show. Gil bought 3 
large type notes from Kevin. Months later, John Hickman introduced Gil to national bank notes. For a few years, Gil 
collected obsolete notes from Minnesota and collaborated with Shawn Hewitt on the Minnesota obsolete book published 
in 2006. 


When his NBN collection began, Gil had no intention of competing for the most complete Minnesota collection (one 
large and one small note from each charter number and bank title). Such competition was for Mort Melamed and Bill 
Higgins. It wasn't until about 15 years ago that it became possible for Gil to dream of such a thing. Entering the Melamed 
auction in August 2010, Melamed’s collection was the most complete Minnesota collection. Four hours later, at the end 
of the auction, both Higgins and Sem had surpassed Melamed. During the past 5 years, few additions became available. 
That fact, plus his age, convinced Gil it was time to part with his collection and let others carry on the important role of 
preserving these rare notes. 


Gil continues with his primary hobby, family history. He published one book in 2003 about ancestors and descendants of 
one pair of 4-greats-grandparents. He is about to publish another book about another pair of 4-greatsagrandparents. He 
will then have only 30 books to publish to complete the set.

Vattemare, a student of American financial 
history and apparently a man of considerable charm, induced Chase and Edson to part with Proof samples of American bonds from both 
the archives of the Treasury and those of the American Bank Note Company. Many were one of a kind examples which had been retained 
for comparison purposes from issues long since redeemed, and hence were of little value by 1862. The Vattemare holdings were mounted 
in albums so that both sides of each bond could be observed, and surfaced some 120 years later in a celebrated sale by Christie’s American 
stamp and postal history arm, Robson Lowe. This mounted uniface Proof on india paper was in that sale, and, with no issued examples of 
this denomination extant, is almost certainly unique, and likely serves as the plate note on page 129 of the Hessler reference An //lustrated 
History of U.S. Loans 1775-1898.”

23007 1862 $1000 United States Five-Twenty Bond Hessler X130D PCGS About New 53. 

This incredible example of the famous “Five-Twenty” bond is, to our best knowledge, the only surviving signed and issued “Five-Twenty” 
bond extant. It comes from the estate of a long deceased banker in upstate New York who had this item hung over his desk with the caption 
“The Money That Won the Civil War,” which is as apt a description of this item as we can imagine. The Five-Twenties were the method 
the Union used to finance the war effort, and, as the war progressed, became a means of harnessing popular sentiment in the North by 
encouraging the public to invest in these bonds and thereby hold a financial stake in the success of the Union army on the battlefield. 
When war with the South broke out in the Spring of 1861, the finances of the Federal government were in precarious shape. As the scope 
of the conflict became more clear, the Federal government realized that the costs of equipping and arming their newly raised forces far 
outstripped the resources on hand, leaving printing money or borrowing as the only alternatives. The former was accomplished with the 
advent of the so-called Greenbacks, which were made Legal Tender without any metallic backing, and the latter with the creation of the 
Five-Twenties, which could be paid for with Greenbacks and raised money directly from the public. Eventually there were four separate 
issues of Five-Twenties, which received their nickname because they were callable after five years but at the pleasure of the government 
payment could be delayed for up to twenty years, with the bonds paying 6 percent interest per annum. When the bonds first became 
available, Secretary of the Treasury Salmon P. Chase arranged to place them with brokers, but few were sold. Chase then approached 
Jay Cooke of Philadelphia, and Cooke and Company proceeded to sell hundreds of millions of dollars of Five-Twenties during the 
course of the war, with massive bond rallies held in most northern cities and towns. In fact, it is estimated that as much as five percent 
of the northern population invested in these bonds, which had a face value of as little as $50, an amazing feat in a country where fewer 
than 1 percent of the population even maintained a bank account. 

This $1000 bond is, as we said earlier, the only signed and issued Five-Twenty of any denomination we have ever seen or heard of. It 
was issued on August 10, 1863 and came from the first issue of Five-Twenties, and was redeemed in 1869. It is punch cancelled at 
the bottom, but is otherwise in well nigh perfect condition. Any estimate here is simply a wild surmise, as we saw last year when we 
estimated a unique signed and issued 1847 US Treasury Note grading Very Fine 25 for $30,000 to $50,000 and saw the hammer fall for 
$199,750. We will be conservative once again, but, considering the historical importance of this item, would not be at all surprised to 
see our estimate easily surpassed in the first few moments of the bidding.

This Proof, like the Fr. 210 Face Proof offered next as part of this magnificent collection, is a truly rare piece of Civil War fiscal and 
numismatic history. Two Year Interest Bearing Treasury Notes were authorized under the Act of March 3, 1863 in denominations of $50, 
$100, $500, and $1000. They paid interest at 5% per annum, payable at maturity, two years after the date of issue. A single issued $100 
note of this design was discovered in 1961 and was sold by Heritage in our 2005 Taylor Family Sale for $299,000. Another issued $100 
example has been residing in the Smithsonian collection since 1978. The opportunity to at least acquire the design is therefore limited 
to rare occasions when proofs or specimens are offered. The example offered tonight differs quite significantly from the issued $100 
note in its terms. The approach for paying interest envisioned when this was designed was much closer to that employed for bonds in 
that three “coupons” were attached to the right side of the note. Six, twelve, and eighteen months after the date of issue, the coupons 
were cut from the note and interest (in the case of this note, $2.50) was paid. Finally, twenty-four months after the original issue date, 
the note itself served as the fourth coupon and was redeemed for its face value plus the final $2.50 in interest. The note is adorned with 
three striking vignettes- “Farmer and Mechanics” on the left, an oval vignette of the Treasury Building in the middle, and a great Civil 
War vignette, “In the Turret” featuring naval gunners, on the right. Unlike the last example we offered several years ago, which had six 
pie shaped cancels and the stamped word “SPECIMEN” twice, once on the note and once across all three attached coupons, this piece 
has only six small cancels at the signatures and two on each of the coupons. That piece, which was graded Choice About New 55 by 
PCGS, sold for an unprecedented $41,125 four years ago. PMG mentions an as-made paper wrinkle as the spectacular note’s only flaw. 
We will be very conservative in our estimate here, but it would not come as a surprise at all to see the number below bested in the 
very early moments of the bidding for this significant Civil War rarity.

The bronze overprint oxidizes to green, as it has on this note, 
and too many flawed methods to count have been utilized to bring back the original color - often to the extreme detriment of the note. On 
this example the overprint is green and strictly original, as it should be. This was actually a circulating Legal Tender note that bore interest at 
six per cent and was only redeemable in full (to the tune of $11.94) at the end of the three year circulating period.

We have sold this note twice before, originally in our 2004 FUN Sale and again in our 2011 Long Beach Sale. We used the same description 
on both occasions, and will repeat it again now: “A beautifully margined James Monroe $100 Silver with exceptional color. Fewer than 30 
[now 31] examples are known in all grades combined, with only a single uncirculated note reported that has been unseen since 1965. Six 
of the known notes are in government hands. This note has a few tiny pinholes and an inconspicuous repair to the right of the vignette. All 
would disappear completely in the hands of the proper restorer, which would leave the note a very handsome Choice Very Fine example.” In 
2011 the Note realized $29,900, a figure which will likely be easily surpassed this evening if the more recent realizations are any indication 
or performance. In our 2015 Central States Auction, we offered Eric Newman’s PCGS 35 which realized $64,625, only to be following up 
by a PMG Extremely Fine 45 EPQ that realized $152,750 in our September Long Beach Auction just a few months ago.

In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer's premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot.
